25. (Previously presented) A method of treating a mammal afflicted with Crohn's 
disease, the method comprising administering to said mammal an effective amount of a 
soluble Interleukin-17 Receptor (IL-17R) protein and a pharmaceutically acceptable diluent or 
carrier, wherein the soluble IL-17R protein comprises a protein having an amino acid 
sequence that is at least 80% identical to amino acids 28 through 320 of SEQ ID NO:4 and 
binds IL-17. 

26- (Previously presented) A method of treating a- mammal afflicted with Crohn's
